The rate at which our public debt 


has been paid has exoitod the wonder 
of the world. la the early years 
following the war every American's 
ambition was to see tha debt paid off 
a» rapidly us possible, for the in- 
terest was a severe burden and heavy 
tazea were drawn from the people by 
A multiplicity of devices. Now, how- 
ever, the lerioaa problem of the gov- 
ernment is how not to pay the debt 
so rapidly. Each Congress attempts 
to wrestle with the question, and 
taxes have been lopped off hero and 
there and everywhere, until it has 
become a question of debate whether 
it is prudent to go any farther. 
It would be an easy direct method 
of redaction to strike off the tax on 
whisky and tobacco, but a strong 
temperance sentiment demands that 
these luxuries shall be made to 
bear a part of the public burdens. 
Thera might be farther tariff reduc- 
tion, but Manufacturers say that this 
would put their interests in peril by 
opening our markets to foreign com- 
petition, and at the same timo de- 
faat the object sought by increasing 
oar import trade and thus swelling 
instead of diminishing the aggregate 
of daties. 
Hence tho matter hai 


reached a point at which the question, 
"How not to pay," has become one 
of much embarassmeut. 


On the 31st of Augast, 1885, the 


debt reached its culminating point, 
$2,756,431,571. On the 30th of Sep 
tenber, 1883, it had fallen to 81,- 
521,811,536. 
The debt, it will be 


seen, is not yet quite half met, but 
against an annual interest charge of 


Since the Bepnbliaan party came 


iuto power there has been a tendency 
to depend more and more upon money 
in politics, and this tendency culminat- 
ed in the frauds of 1880, when the can- 
didate for President, according to the 
Secretary of the Republican National 
Committee, was "morbidly insane on 
the subject of raising money for cam- 
paign purposes." The practice has now 
become so dangerous that it i» a serious 
question whether money or manhood is 
to rnle this country. For our own part 
we should consider it a sufficient con- 
demnation of any party to kave raised a 
campaign fund of any kind by bargain 
with Gould, the bargain with Morton, 
the letter to Brady and the assessments 
of Hubbell — to say nothing of the na- 
tural sequence, the bribery in Indiana 
and New York— Buffalo Courier. 


How scrupulously virtuous our Dem- 


ocratic contemporaries have become of 
late — since Stephen A. Dorsey has taken 
position as a leader in the secret coun- 
cils of that party. The fact js that 
money occupies no higher position as a 
political factor now than it did when 
Democracy wns the dominating power 
in National affairs. 
It has always been 


used to a considerable extent in the can- 
vasses of parties and candidates since 
oar Government was establishd. It 
was used before that, for the same or 
similar purposes, in every country of 
the world where partisan rivalries ex 
istad. It continues to be used in pro- 
moting the ends of politicians every- 
where, and even moro lavishly in for- 
eign lauds than here. It wiil be used 
hereafter, universally, in various ways, 
to advance th» progress of theories in 
politics and the ambitions of individuals 
engaged in political activities, as long 
as human natura remains unchanged. 


There is nothing new in tho clamoi 


just now prevailing about the influenca 
of money in elections. 
Partisans bavf 


accused each other of coriuptiou, aac 
the purchase of place tind power and 
voteti, fiom tima immemorial, and 
1 


keep on doing so, with or without rea- 
son, for all time to come. It is prob- 
able that in most cases charges of this 
soi tare exaggerated, and occasionally 
they aro unfounded, but the truth i>> 
that money is an agency in nearly ever; 
hotly-contested political atruggla tha 
takes place, general and local, townnnc 
ward, city and county, Stats and 
tional. 
Every body knows it and ex 


poets it, and few if any persona who 
have been concerned with the conduc 
of a political canvass in managing capac 


»y BOW that it was his duty to con- 
ribute any sum that might b» d«emed 
•oeasary to carry his own State. He 


; asiMsed $50,000 to that end, and 
Chairman of the National Demo- 


ratio Committee offered to give as 
uoh more if English would honor the 
emand; bat the latter would draw his 
heck for only $10,000, and th« scheme 
was balked. But Mr. English paid out 
onsiderable money on his personal 
ccount, without lotting it go into the 
ands of any committee. The proofs 
r* that the Democrats used large sums 
f money in Indiana and other States, 
nd the disbursments of their National 
Committee were limited only by the 
mount they could raise. These de- 
•elopemeuts do not indicate that the 
)emocrats entertain any conscientious 
cruples concerning the us* of money in 
flections, and the uproar they ure mak- 
ng on the basis »f Dorsey's statements 
s purely hypocritical and intended to 
livert attentoin from their own cor- 
upting operations.

Democratic journals would exhibit inor» 
wisdom than they now display by ob- 
erving a Discreet silence on the subject 
if money expenditures iu elections.

s unwise for pots to twit kettles with 
ilaoknsss, lest the taunt provoke more 
irless withering retort.—Troy (N.Y.) 
Times. 


8150, 977,697 at tho first named date, 
the country will pay an interest at 
the end of the present month at the 
rate of $50,379,434 a year. Here has 
already been saved on interest by 
payment of the principal and refund- 
ing at lower rates £100,000,000 a year.

It ia plain that if the rate 
of payment continues as it has begun 
during the present fiscal year, tho 
government will find moro money on 
its hands than it ouu dispose of with 
out buying in the immature bonds at 
a heavy premium.
